DISAPPOINTMENT 
pVISAPPOINTMENT is a type of 
loneliness. 
You feel that some­ 
thing vital and enervating has gone 
out of your life when you are dis­ 
appointed. 
Things 
go 
blank. 
A 
blind stupor seems to take posses­ 
sion of you. But as all things, in 
time, pass—so does disappointment! 
That is the first thought that should 
come to one a bright ray of com­ 
fort. 
To be disappointed in a friend, 
or in one deeply trusted, is perhaps 
one of the most tragic of all disap­ 
pointments for such a one Is be­ 
yond repair, and the disappointment 
keeps coming back to you for there 
appears to little as compensation— 
if anything. 
Material 
disappointments, 
how­ 
ever. rate far below in importance 
to those that attack the spirit, the 
heart, or the soul. 
Recently I travelled 500 miles by 
air to take some colored movie pic­ 
tures of flowers in their native state. 
I spent four days in painstaking 
effort—only to return to my hotel to 
learn that all were a failure—be­ 
cause of a defective camera! 
Tile 
material loss could easily be re­ 
placed—but the beauty loss could 
never be replaced. My one compen­ 
sation has been the thought that 
new beauty is forever springing up! 
W'e are forever taking chances. 
Without doing so we would get no­ 
where. and gain nothing. But scat­ 
tered all through these chances are 
disappointments. 
I think of how’ 
many times Thomas Edison must 
have been disappointed as he tried 
experiment after experiment until 
his 
efforts 
were 
crowned 
with 
triumph in his perfection of the 
electric light. 
Thus has it always been—and 
always will be—life is a trail of dis- 
appointsments big and little ones. If 
we can handle the little ones in 
good heart, the big ones will not 
seem so difficult to handle.

C H U R C H IL L 'S 
TALK SHOWS U.S. 
IS COOPERATING 


He Im plies Patrols 
Are Equivalent of 
Convoys 


[By the Associated Press] 
Washington, April 28 — Winston 
Churchill’s high appraisal of the 
role of the United States navy’s ex­ 
tended offshore patrol in the “battle 
of the Atlantic” aroused keen inter­ 
est today on capitol hill. 
Ever since 
President 
Roosevelt 
disclosed Friday th at naval vessels 
were operating great distances at 
sea in the interests of hemisphere 
defense, many legislators have been 
uncertain just what significance the 
widened patrol zone might play in 
the program of aid to Britain. 
Roosevelt's Words Cautious 
Mr. Roosevelt carefully avoided 
connecting the extension of the pa­ 
trol with anything except defense 
considerations, but the words of 
Prime Minister Churchill yesterday 
were interpreted in some quarters 
as proof th at the step was calcu­ 
lated—at least incidentally—to fur­ 
nish the greatest help possible to 
the royal navy in maintaining Brit­ 
ain’s north Atlantic life line. 
Extending Britain Naval Support 
The 
forcefulness 
of 
some 
of 
Churchill’s 
phraseology 
attracted 
special notice. The prime minister 
spoke of the patrol extension as 
representing “tremendous decisions” 
which brought him* “indescribable 
relief.” 
He 
also 
said 
that 
the 
United States was extending Brit­ 
ain “naval support,” within the lim­ 
its of the patrol plan, and voiced 
the belief that this country did not 
intend to be “frustrated” in its pol­ 
icy by permitting lease-lend sup­ 
plies to be sunk by nazi action. 
Churchill's comments on the ex­ 
tended patrol policy, in the opinion 
of some congressmen, would intro­ 
duce fresh material for argument In 
in intensive unofficial debate over 
whether the United States should 
resort to convoys to insure the safe 
delivery abroad of British air car­ 
goes. 
Trying Out Patrol Plan First 
One early reaction was that the 
British prime m inister’s remarks 
might have the effect of pushing 
the convoy question into the back­ 
ground at least for the present. The 
importance he attached to the as­ 
sistance expected from the patrol, it 
was pointed out, would not encour­ 
age advocates of a convoy system to 
press their efforts until the effec­ 
tiveness of the patrol plan had been 
tested. 
(Ships on patrol would re­ 
port the presence of any submarine 
or surfaoe raider sighted, thus en­ 
abling shipping to avoid the vicin­ 
ity.)

He said the people who were thus 
ignored were the Vallandighams. 
He explained that the Vallandig­ 
hams w’ere people who, from 1863 
on, urged immediate peace, arguing 
that the north could not win the 
war between the states. 
Clement L. Vallandigham was a 
member of the house from Ohio. In 
1863 he was arrested for alleged 
“treasonable utterances” and ban­ 
ished to the confederate states. He 
w’as known as the leader of the 
“copperheads.” 
Lindbergh has been a colonel in 
the Air Corps Reserve since 1927, 
the year of his New York-Paris 
flight. 
His kist appointment was In 1937 
after the passage of the recent air 
corps act. 
Appointments are re­ 
newed every five years. His present 
appointment would have expired In 
1942. 
He has been on active duty with 
the air corps three times, first In 
1925 while a captain. 
He was on 
duty for a few weeks in 1927 and 
again in the spring of 1939 when 
he made a nation-wide Inspection 
tour of air corps facilities. 


Army officials declined comment 
except to say that It was the War 
department’s general policy not to 
accept resignations from reserve of­ 
ficers during the emergency period.
